In response to the Office Action dated August 17, 2011, the Applicants submit the 
following remarks. 

Claims 1-11 and 13 - 19 are pending, with Claims 1,13, and 15 being the 
independent claims. In the Office Action, the Examiner issued provisional "obviousness- 
type" double patenting rejections against all the currently pending claims based on the claims 
of Applicants' parent application, Serial No. 10/768,562. All other previous grounds of 
rejections were withdrawn. 

In regard to the "obviousness-type" double patenting rejections, such rejections may 
be obviated by the filing of a terminal disclaimer.
